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All  the  details  concerning  these  samples  and  their  examination  in  this  laboratory 
arc  given  in  the  tabular  st<itemi'nt  appended  \n  this  report,  in  which  I  have  also 
incorporated  mv  remarks  regarding  the  results  of  the  analyse.s.  I  have  inclined  to  the 
opinion  that  those  samples,  in  the  manufacture  of  which  a  dye  has  been  used,  ai-e 
'athdterated  a<cording  to  the  Act.'  This  judgment  would  not  be  based  upon  the 
injurious  nature  of  the  dye,  but  l)ecause  its  u.se  is  prohibited  by  the  Adulteration  Act. 
Section  1  («>)  (8)  of  the  latter  provides  that  '^oo<l  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  if  it  is  so  coloured  or  coated  or  polished  or  powdered 
that  damage  is  concealed,  or  if  it  is  made  to  appear  better  or  of  greater  value  than  it 
rriilly  is.'  According  to  information  obtained  fiom  manufacturers,  the  use  of  a  dye  is 
unnecessary  when  tlie  c*tsup  is  made  from  fresh  tomatoes.     It  is  when  the  fruit  is  'out
